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humans, does not substantially bind aggregated Ap in 
the brain. 

102. The method of any one of claims 95-101, wherein the 
subject has or is at risk for Alzheimer's disease, or 
Down's syndrome. 

103. The method of any one of claims 95-101, wherein the 
subject is not diagnosed with Alzheimer's disease, or 
Down's syndrome. 

104. The method of any one of claims 95-103, wherein the 
antibody is administered by a peripheral route. 

105. The method of claim 104, wherein the antibody is 
administered by an intravenous route. 

106. A method of treating Alzheimer's disease, comprising 
administering to a patient in need thereof an effective 
amount of the antibody or fragment of any one of claims 
68-86.
